RICH MEN'S COAL
SEIZED BY STATE

New York Law Invoked
Against Colony of Million-
aires in Newburgh.

Epecial Dispatch to The Star,

NEWBURGH, N. Y., November 23—
The millionaire colony of Ulster coun-
ty must obey the law. It has no more
right to hoard fuel than the ordinary
citizen. Willlam R. Perkins, fuel ad-
ministrator for Orange county, today
sald he had perfected a plan whereby
he will get a line on every pound of
coal here. His scheme, part of which
Is secret, involves a check of all coal
that has been delivered as well as all
that is in the cellars of every wenlthy
resident of this section, where many
New York money kings have resi-
dences,

The present condition was precipi-
tated through the discovery that, de-
spite the fact many resldentsa of this
city and nearby had no coal at all,
resldences of J. P. Morgan and Robert
W. Goelet had been getting it by the
carioad. Three carloads were seized
some days ago at the Goelet place and
853 tons on the Morgan estate. This
was taken under a state law. Then
followed additional discoveries, &nd
nearly 500 tons were taken from other
estates where the owners, by virtue of
their connection with coal raflroad
management, were able to secure de-
livery in carload lots.

To Add Others to List.

Today ahe question is: Who's
next? Mr. Perkins says there are
others to be added to his list. And he
is inclined to beliave there are a large
number of wealthy persons through-
out the state who will have to dis-
gorge before their Thanksgiving tur-
key 18 cooked.

“I'm not likely to get invited to any
afternonn teas up at the big estates—
not this winter,” =sald Mr. Perkins
with a smile today. “But that doesn't
bother me so much. We have the
state on rations and are compelling
the use of soft coal and other substi-
tutes =0 that everybody wlll get his
share of anthracite. Until we seized
those 351 tons of coal at the Morgan
place In Highland Falls that town
had only flve tons of coal. People
simply couldn't get fuel. And even
with fine weather you need a fire
once in a while.

150 Familles Supplied.

“In two lots then we seized about
100 tons. They were a godsend to the
people in Highland Falls, Florida and
Chester. Two estates disgorged
enough’ to supply 160 familles. We
let them have the coal in lots of from
1,500 pounds to three tons, all accord-
ing to the size of the house and the
apparent need. Where there was mick-
ness we gave them a liberal supply.
“The people from whom I took the
coal do not like the idea any too well,
But the people whu got it seemed to
think it was a first-rate plan.”
